“Any restrictions on anglers who 
desire to. flounder among the 
sunken tréé-tops during the dark 
of the June moon appear unwar- 
ranted.”

This has beer~a week of hard 
work here in the legistalure. Ses- . 
sions have been long and interest- 
ing. Committees have been hard 
at work pushing out bills. Every- 
thing is moving along at a rapid 
pace, with the ‘exception of the 
necessary legislation to raise’ mon- 
ey for the soldiers’ bonus and to, 
otherwise balance the budget. In| 
that. respect, we are no further. 
than we were Jahuary 1. jm 

The 2-mill property tax, which 
I predicted a week ago had a 
chance of favorable consideration 
in the House and Senate Taxation 
-Committees, a a dead issue today 
as far as the House Taxatior 
Committee is concerned. “An ef- 
fort to bring the-bill out of Com- 
mittee for consideration on the 
floor of the House faitéd. After 
a heated debate, those favoring 
the bill could muster only five 
votes in favor of reporting the bill 
out. Seven votes opposed it. 

A similar bill has been - intro- 
duced in the Senate and will he 
reported out by the Senate Com- 
“mittee. There appears to be less 
- Opposition in that chamber. 

Opposition came ‘mostly from 
the 15-mill cities. It seems that 
these cities are not willing to take 
two mills out of the 15-mill levy 
for the State. Tney argue mat it 
would ,in their case, amount to 
an increase in taxes. In spite of 
the huge sums which they will re- 
ceive from the one-sixth of the 
sdjes tax, they refuse té.give the 
2 mills back to the State. Here we 

| have-another group holding onto 
what they Have; regardless of the 
financial plight of the State. Per- 
haps they are justified in block- 
ing any action to take part of the 
money at this time, inasmuch as 
the Supreme Court has. not yet 
rendered a decision on the Sales 
Tax Amendment. It is expected 
that this decision will be in our 
hands the latter part of this month.
